“Every time we get 4 sexual predator in 
town we'ré going to make the community 
aware,” said Lt. Dowdell. “People need to 
know if someone like this is living in their

` illnesses are NOT related to 
hygienic practices at the 
restaurant. Past outbreaks at 
other restaurants and catered 

„ events have been traced to 
products served raw that were 
contaminated before they 
arrived at the restaurant. The 
main pyrpose of the investiga- 
tion is to determine if there is 
а cluster of illnesses that can 
be traced to a specific ship- 
ment of a particular food’ item. 
We have по evidence that 
transmission is continuing or 
that people who ate at the 
restaurant on other days are 
ill. People who ate at the 
restaurant on April 10 and did 
not become ill have passed the 
risk period for. illness and are 
in no danger of becoming ill 
from that meal.

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Consumers have favorable 
opinions of Florida agriculture 


Floridians consider Florida 
farmers and ranchers to be 
major contributors to the econ- 
omy, conscious of the environ- 
ment, credible and dedicated to 
providing a safe food supply. 

A study conducted by Uni- 
versity of South Florida 
researchers in April for the 
Agriculture Institute of Florida 
and Citrus and Vegetable Mag- 
azine showed that 89 percent 
of réspondents have a "very 
favorable" or "somewhat favor- 
able” opinion of Florida agri- 
culture. Only 11 percent'had a 
“somewhat unfavorable” or 
“very unfavorable” opinion. 

“It is great for those of us in 
agriculture to hear that our 
hard work is paying off and 
that it is.recognized and appre- 


ciated by the public," said Ron 
O'Oconnor, vice president of 
marketing for Farm Credit of 
Central Florida and president 
of the Agriculture Institute of 
Florida. “We are pleased that 
the public understands that 
florida’s farmers and ranchers 
dedicate themselves to main- 
taining a safe food supply and 
taking care of the 
environment." 

Fresh fruits and vegetables 
produced in the Sunshine state 
received. high marks. from 
those responding to the survey. 
Variety, quality and taste were 
factors that contribute to 
favorable opinion of Florida's 
fruits and vegetables. А Major- 
ity of respondents were also 
aware of and pleased wit the 


fact that Florida farms dis- 
charge cleaner water than pre- 
viously, have reduced their use 
of pesticides and that they-use 
only chemicals registered by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency.

UF Researcher: Students and teachers 
benefit from longer relationship

Middle schools where students stay with the 
same teachers for two or three years: at a time 
foster better learning and even better discipline, 
a University of Florida study shows. 

What's more, most middle schools follow the 
high school pattern of academic musical chairs, 
with middle schoo] kids having upwards of 50 
different teachers in a typical three-to, four-year 
span, said Paul George, a UF educational lead- 
ership professor who did the research. 


Ín a study of 33 middle schools nationwide ' 


where students remained with the same teach- 
ers for two to three years, George found that 
students: and teachers preferred their longer- 
lasting bonds. 

“Long-term relationships. with students lead 
teachers to greater levels of caring for those stu- 
dents and to an increased willingness to invest 
more time and effort in their education,” he 
said. 

Ninety-five percent of the 105 teachers sur- 
veyed at thosé schools said the longer-term rela- 
tionship made them more aware of their stu- 
dents’ personal lives, and 84 percent said it 
‘made them care more about each one as a per- 
son, he said. 

Likewise, 71 percent of the 1,100 students 
George surveyed said they liked staying with 
the same teachers for more than one year. 

But it is not unusual for a middle school stu- 
dent to be assigned to more than a dozen teach- 
ers in-a school yéar, so that over the sourse of 
three or four years they have clagses with as 
many as 50 different teachers and hundreds, if 
not thousands, of students, he said. 

“Organized and run like smaljer versions of 
high schooJs, traditional juni! h-schools and 
many contemporary middle schools may make 
students: feel lost and even alienated їп a set- 
ting that is so different from the elementary 
schools thty are accustomed to,” George said. 
“Students and teachers hardly know each other. 
It's not the one-room schoolhouse anymore. 
Combined with the pace of change in other 
areas of their personal aid family lives, many of. 
these studenta are involved in a high-speed ver- 
ion of ‘musical chairs, in their relationships.” 

Middle school students undergo profound 
emotional and physical changes and may expe- 
‘rience disarray 4 home and elsewhere in 
today's fast-paced society, he said. 


“It’s a reflection of iis instability in students’ 
lives that they need-Moré stability at school,” he 
said. "We're beginning to understand the need + 
for more personal approaches to learning 
instead of treating schools like ѓасіо: 8. In a 
sense, it's validated by practices іп Japanese 
education and industry. The Japanese have 
always ‘understood the power of long-term rela- 
tionships. Everything in their society is based 
on connection and trust." 

Eighty-nine percent of the teachers said they 
believed steady relationships helped then bet- 
ter manage student behavior in their classes, 
and 84 percent reported improvements in disci- 
pline. "Teachers especially were enormous]y 
positive about staying with the same kids from 
year to year," George said. “Perhaps ‘the devil _ 
you kriow is better than the devil you don't 
know.’ Sometimes middle school kids can be 
devilish.” 

Nearly two-thirds of the 586 parents surveyed 
(64 percent) believed staying with the same 
teacher for more than one year had helped their 
children succeed academically, and 61 percent 
said they preferred such an arrangement for 
their children. * 

The small group of parents with serious reser- 
vations seemed to have children who might be 
described as "high ability" and "high achieving," 
George said. They feared their children would 
be academically stymied during the second or- 


~ third year as a member of a long-term team, he * 


said. > 

“Some parents dS don't realize that 
today's students lack the opportunities for close, _ 
"interpersonal connections that they themselves 
had, when they went to church with their teach- 
етв, вауу them at the bowling alley or ran into 
them at the grocery store," said. “Now 
many teachers don't even live in the communi- 
ties they teach in. They live on one side of town, 
but teach in another, particularly in the case of м 
poor neighborhoods.” 

Inner-city students aren't the only ones to 
benefit from extended Ue ae with their 
teachers. . 

"They're also populari in suburban schools," 
George said. "In highly affluent communities, 
daddy may be away in Asia, mommy may be at 
а hospital charity event and the children are 
being raised by au pairs and governesses. Some- ` 
times they need close connections just ав badly.”

Rep. Mark Foley, R-FL., vot 
ed May 21 in favor of the FY 
1998 budget resolution, saying 
“my vote for the first biparti- 
san balanced budget in 30 
years was a vote for smaller 
government, lower spending, 
lower taxes, a solvent. Medi- 
care system, and a balanced 
budget - all in one plan.” 

Under this plan, by 2002 and 
for the first time since 1974, 
all government spending will 
drop below 20 percent of the 
size of the nation’s economy. 
“For the first time in 16 years 
families will enjoy tax relief, 


$250 billion in permanent tax 
relief over the next 10 years,” 
Rep. Foley said. “The biparti- 
san balanced budget plan also 
saves Medicare from bankrupt- 
cy, extending the solvency of 
the Medicare Part A Trust 
Fund for 10 years and provid- 
ing more choices for America’s 
seniors. It enacts real medicare 
reforms that saves $115 billion 
over 5 years, while still allow-

The Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission (СЕС), at its 
May 9 meeting, honored Rep. 
Jerry Borroughs for sponsoring 
legislation to create the new 
largemouth bass license plate. 
Commissioners also plan to 
honor,Rep. Randy Mackey (D- 
Lake City) and Sen. B. George 
Kirkpatrick (D4Gainesville) in 


July. 

The bass license plate 
opened a new source of funding 
to the commission which faced 
a projected $3 million revenue 
Shortage. After Mackey spón- 
sored the legislation to create

Cause of Blindness Among the Elderly 


What is macular degener- 
ation? 

Macular degeneration is a 
common eye disease associated 
with aging that causes the 
deterioration of the macula, 
the central area of the retina, 
The macula is the tiny central 
region of the retina made up of 
millions of light-sensing cells 
that help to produce central 
vision and provide maximum 
visual acuity. When the macu- 
la is damaged, a blind.spot 
Gevelops in the‘central field of 
vision, or central vision 
becomes blurred or distorted. 
Though side vision is usually 
retained, macular degenera- 
tion seriously threatens the 
quality of life of its victims, 
because central vision is need- 
ed to see clearly and perform 
everyday activities such as 
reading, writing, driving and 
recognizing people and things. 
Macular degenération can 
affect one or both eyes, and has 
no known cause or cure 

How widespread is the 
disease? 

Macular degeneration 
accounts for about one-third of 
all cases of legal blindness, 
making it the leading cause оѓ 
blindness in Americans over 
age 65. It is responsible for 
about 1.7 million cases of visu- 
al impairment in the United 
States, by conservative esti- 
mates.

There are two forms of this 
eye disease, "dry macular 
degeneration" and "wet macu- 
lar degeneration". It is possible 
for a person to suffer from both 
forms, and it can affect one or 
both eyes. The disease can also 
progress slowly or rapidly. 

Dry Macular.Degeneration: 
This type of macular degenera- 
tion is the most соттоп, 
affecting 90% of sufferers. This 
form of the disease is caused 
by the.breakdown or thinning 
of the tissue in the macula. 
The loss of central vision 
occurs gradually over time. 

s aré still not sure 
dry macular 
degeneration, and there is no 
treatment to stop the progres- 
sion of this form of the disease. 

Wet Macular Degeneration: 
Although only 10% of all peo- 
ple with macular degeneration 
have this type, it accounts for 
90% of all blindness from the 
disease. Victims of wet macu- 
lar degeneration experience a 
thickening of the membrane 
that supports the retina. This 
membrane then breaks, and 
new blood vessels grow rapidly 
through the breaks. These 
fragile. blood vessels often 
break and bleed into the gap 
between the membrane and 
the damaged area of the reti- 
na. Meanwhile, a white scar 
tissue forms in this area, The 
macula itself then atrophies.

Neither wet nor dry macular 
degeneration "causes pain. The 
most common early sign of 
macular degeneration is 
blurred vision, As fewer cells 
in the macula are able to func- 
tion, people will see details less 
clearly,in front of them, such 
as faces or words їп a book. If 
the loss of these light-sensing 
cells becomes great, a blind 
spot will begin to form and 
grow in the middle of the field 
of vision. 

In the early stages of wet 
macular degeneration, straight 
lines may appear wavy or 
crooked.

The pres- 
ence of drusen, tiny yellow 
deposits in the retina is a com- 
mon early sign of macular 
degeneration. 

Your doctor may also use an 
'Amsler grid to diagnose macu- 
lar degeneration. You will look 
at the grid with one eye cov- 
ered and stare at the black dot 
at the center of the grid. If the 
lines on the grid look wavy or 
distorted, or are missing, it 
may be a sign of macular 
degeneration. 

If your doctor suspects that 
you have wet macular degener- 
ation, you may need to haye a 
test called fluorescein angiog- 
raphy. A special dye.is injected 
into a vein in your arm, and 
then it flows to the blood ves- 
sels in the eye. Photographs 
are taken of the retina, and the 
dye identifies any problems irt 
the blood vessels and allows 
your doctor to determine if 
they can be treated.
